HILL FARM MINK HORROR. 


Recovery of the Bodies of the Victims 


Alter Nearly Two Years.! 


PITTSBURGH, Pa.( March 24.-/The 


mystery of tho death of the thirty-one 
miners in the Hill Farm mine AS being 
solved and the dead are being delivered 
from the tomb of death. It was on 
June 10, 1890, that the fatal explosion 
took place. A number of the miners 
escaped, but thirty-one were locked in 
by tUe flre and falling1 coal. The Dunbar 
Fivrnaco Co. since then has had a force 
of men at work putting out the fire, 
pumping out the water and trying to 
rescue 
the dead. After twenty-one 


months of ceaseless searching the res- 
cuing party found the first body at 4:30 
yesterday afternoon. The bodies were 
found In flat Xo. 1). The flat was dry 
and the bodies of the men lay close to- 
gether near the entrance. 
Only one of 


the twenty-three 
bodies found was 


identified. That was little John De- 
vaney aged lli, Tlie bodies were in a 
pretty fair state of preservation.

Locomotives to Be Bon by Blec- 


triolty—The Peoria Teat. 


Electricity as a means ot street ear 


propulsion on the primary battery sys- 
tem showed itaelf to be s snncess in the 
teat ot the Pen nock primary battery loco- 
motive on the Book Island steam road at 
Peons yesterday. The locomotive ia 16 
feet long and 7 feet wide. The engine 
oeh is 6 feet deep and 7 feet wide. The 
osb isenrrounded with large windows. 
The battery room ie 11 feet long, 7 feet 
wide, and will hold 200 cells, or about 
thirty horsepower. The electric motors 
are bnilt in tandem, one motor directly 
on the axle, the other geared to it. 
The old-fashioned chain gear is used, 
and tbe motors are wound for fifty volts. 
The power is all generated in a primary 
battery, the electrodes of which are car- 
bon and zinc. The electrolyte is com- 
posed of sulphuric acid, chromic acid, 
and melted hyalophane, which contains 
alumina, baryta, potash, soda, sulphide 
of calcium, and sulphur. The retaining 
cell is ot leatheroid, lined with lead, six 
inches square and eighteen inches high. 
In this compact space there are exposed 
2,000 square inches of carbon surface and 
SOU square inches ot zinc surface; the 
zinc is surrounded by another solu- 
tion in a 
porous pot, site 
three 


by sixteen inches. This cell will deliver 
a 
working 
capacity of 100 watts, 


so that a horse power can be packed in a 
floor space of two square feet. One ma. 
chine is called an automatic eleutrio cur- 
rent feeder, the other an eleotrio con. 
trolling switch. 


Mr, Pennook has perfected plans for a 


large electric locomotive capable ot run 
ning a passenger train, and when finished 
it will be offered to the Pennsylvania 
railway for a trial between Chicago and 
New York. Tte present looomotiya will 
be run at Peuria for a fortnight, then 
taken to Chicago ao J exhibited on one of 
tbe roads there. It will then be ebipped 
to California, where several street rail 
ways are waiting for the system,

Blackburn got on the platform, one at 
each end, near tbe'ropee, and Cbarley 
Ei {le was below assisting in pulling the 
platform and two men to the top. Tbe 
platform bad about reached the cornice 
in position for tbe two men to anchor 
and go to work, when, without a moment's 
warning, one of the scantlings sp'iing 
over the top of the roof, and as it .vns on 
the end occupied by New, tbe painter 
slipped off the platform and plunged 
headlong to the sidewalk gravel below, a 
distance of nearly 50 feet. New struck 
on his head and shoulders, end it was 
supposed by those who had witnessed 
the terrifying drop that the painter bad 
been killed outright. He was picked np 
in an unconscious condition. He was 
enduring intense eunWing, nnd it was 
with extreme difficulty that he could 
breathe. He was borne into the Buloon, 
where ha was attended by Dr. Leo nnd 
Dr. Jones, and a number of friends gath- 
ered to render him necessary essiitanee. 
Hia nose w,io broken,ons eye wns no irly 
knocked out, iintl the examination sLownl 
that all thw ribs on tha left sidV were 
fractured.
